Yesterday the local Land Owners 
4ssociction sent the following petation to the Shanghai 
City Govemments- 

"The value eof land in Shanghai has 
dropped considerably during the past year owing to the general 
trede depression. Some land owners have gone into bankruptcy. 

"The land tax now in force is based 
on the value of land as assessed several years ago by the 
former Land Assessment Committee of the Bureau of Land 
according to the market values at that time. Owins to the 
depre~:ion and the absence of any prospects for inr.ediate 
recov ry, most of the land~owners have,at the recvest of 
their tenants,reduced the rent, but they are still pe ying 
the tax according to the old assessed value of the land, and 
this has been going on for a long time. 

‘ "It is an established law of econcrics 
that the tex should be based on the rent. The present situa- 
tion is obviously unfair to the land-owners and several 
requests have been received from our members that 2 petition 
be made for a re-assessment of land. 

“We hereby request you to orccr the Land 
Bureau to re-assess the value of land with effect from 1937 
s0 thot the tax may be reduced."
